Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 7-11, and 17-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-4, 7-1 1 , and 17-22 are allowed because there is no prior art of record 
that either teaches or suggests a flat display apparatus comprising the following specific 
limitations: 

Claim 1: 

a ground member including a first embossed pattern protruding from a 
surface of a second receiving container, wherein the ground member is disposed 
between a first receiving container and the second receiving container to electrically 
connect the first receiving container to the second receiving container. 

Claim 17: 

a ground member including embossed patterns protruding from a surface of an 
inverter case, the ground member being disposed between at least one of the 
sidewalls of the inverter case and a bottom chassis to electrically connect the inverter 
case to the bottom chassis. 

Claim 21: 

a ground member protruding from a surface of an extended portion of a ground 
member being disposed between a first receiving container and a second receiving 
container to electrically connect the second receiving container to the first receiving 
container.
